A deal involving many thousands, ;soft drinks like ginger ale, pop, Kr.da, 


Weather Bureau Reports. Corn Has

Washington, July 3.—The crop re- 


port issued by the weather bureau 
today says -that in the districts east 
of the Rocky Mountains, the week 
ending July 1 has been intensely hot 
East of the Mississippi river the ex- 
cessive heat thus far has caused no 
serious injury, but in portions pf 
the Ohio valley, Tennessee and the 
central gulf states rain Is much need- 
ed. 


Corn lias made good growth in the 


principal corn states but is suffering 
for rain in Missouri and Kansas. 


Tinder the high temperature of the 


week grain has ripened rapidly and 
the harvesting of ^winter wheat has 
made rapid progress, being nearly 
finished in Kansas -and Missouri, and 
threshing is weM advanced in the 
central valleys. 


All reports respecting tobacco are 


favorable, with the exception of those 
from Tennessee and South Carolina, 
the crop needing rain In the former 
state and suffering from lack of cul- 
tivation in the latter. 


The outlook for apples is scarcely 


as encouraging as in the previous 
week, many important app?e states 
reporting prospects for light yields.

The Milwaukee Sentinel publishes

Is known that the governor is be- 
ing greatly bothered by a multitude 
of insistent- and persistent office seek- 
ers.
